A motion was made and seconded that 
the Board recommend to City Council 
that the left turn prohibition westbound to 
southbound Mt. Hope at Logan be extended 
from 7 A.M.-8 A.M. to 7 A.M.-9 A.M. and 
38 P.M.-6 P.M. The extension of the green 
arrow turn would help to maintain a 
smoother fiow of traffic during the A.M. 
and P.M. peak hour periods.
